Los Angeles— Measles. 

Senior Surg. Brooks, of the Public Health Service, reported by tele- 
graph March 1, 1913, that 79 cases of measles had been notified in 
Los Angeles during the week ended March 1 ; that 203 cases, with 4 
deaths, had been notified during the month of February and 37 cases 
during the month of January, 1913. 

Pittsburgh — Measles. 

Surg. Stoner, of the Public Health Service, reported by telegraph 
March 1, 1913, that during the week ended February 22, 1913, there 
had been notified 424 cases of measles, with 7 deaths, making a total 
of 5,494 cases, with 78 deaths, since the beginning of the outbreak 
November 1, 1912.
